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A PROCLAMATION

7 ER EAS the Hoꝛrid and Deteſtable 

Crimes of P1ophane Curſing, Sweartng, 

and taking God's Yoly Name in vain, being 

Sins of much Guilt and little Temptation, 

have by all Nations and People, and that in all Ages, been 
Punilhed with ſharp and ſevere- Penalties, as great and 
grievous Sins: And Me to our great grief and trouble, 
taking notice of the too frequent pzactice of theſe Sins, by 
ſeveral under Our Command, and that ſome have arrived 
to that height of Jmpiety, that they are heard moꝛe frequent- 
ly to invoke God to Damn them, than to Save them, and 
this not withſtanding the heavy and d:eadful Judgments of 
God upon us at this very time, foꝛ theſe and our other Sins, 
and notwithſtanding the Penalties enjoined by Thetr Ma- 
jeſties Articles of War on theſe Offenders 3 and Te juftly 
fearing that Thefr Ma jeſties Army may be moze pꝛe judiced 
by theſe Sins, than advantaged by the Conduct and Courage 
of thoſe guilty of them: Do think fit ſirictly to Charge and 
Command all Officers and Soldiers under Our Command, 
That they and every one of them, from hence-fozward, do foz- 
bear all vain Curling, Swearing, and taking God's Poly 
Name tn vain, under the Penalties enjoined by the afozeſaiz 
Articles; and Our further Diſpleaſure. And that all Of- 
ficers take particular Care to put the ſaid Articles of Mar 
in Execution on all under their reſpective Commands, guilty 
of the ſaid Offences, as they will anſwer the contrary at 
their Utmoſt Peril, Given at Our Head-Quarters at Lisburn, the 
18 of January, 1652. in the Firſt Year of Their Majeſties Reign,
